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The United States is in one 

of the most terrifying periods 
of its history. The most 
accurate description of the 
U.S. today is a corporate 
police state. The state 
functions soley in the 
interests of big business 
(indeed, the government is 
nothing more than a corporate 
entity itself, set up to run 
society in a manner best geared 
for corporate profit), with 

a tremendous dependence upon 
prisons and police repression 
to ensure order. 


The United States has the 
largest number of people per 
capita in prison of any nation 
in the world. Yet George Bush 
came into office planning 

to double the prison occupancy 
space in his first term. 

And indeed, as funding is 

cut from social programs, 

new jails and prisons are. 
being built all over the 
country. Longer terms and 

more repressive conditions 

have become the norm. Marion 
prison, an extremely repressive 
high-security unit, is becoming 
the model for prison 
construction. Constant 
isolation, sensory deprivation, 
and other psychological torture 
methods are used along with 
physical force in controlling 
and breaking prisoners in 

these prisons. 


The expansion of the prison 
system has been justified 

and sold by the ruling class 
through the creation of an 
anti-crime hysteria. The 
government has fueled the 
hysteria and created a reaction 
with the passage of 
increasingly harsh anti-crime 
bills, ever increasing funding 


for the police infrastructure, 
a greater reliance on police 
enforcement and imprisonment ) 
for social stability and cures 
to social problems, and a 
gradual retraction of so-called 
"criminal rights”, including 
the miranda law, warrant 
requirement laws, laws 
protecting the sovereignty 

of individuals and personal 
property, search and seizure 
laws, the right to appeal, 

etc. These factors indicate 

a ruling class desire for 

more dominant policing of 
society. 


This policy greatly increases 
the oppression of poor and 
non-white people in the United 
States. The vast majority 

of people in prison are there 
for property or drug crimes. 

: Those who cannót afford private 
, attorneys are found guilty 

in courts at a much higher 

rate than those who can, and 
their sentences are much more 
severe. Furthermore, 50% 

of the inmate population in 

the United States is Black 
(compared to a 12% makeup 

of the society at large), 

and Chicano and Native Amerícan 
populations are also 
overrepresented in U.S. penal 
institutions. The United 
States has more Blacks per 
capita in prison than South 
Africa. One in four Blacks 

in the U.S. will spend time 

in prison, and there are 
significantly more Blacks 

in prison than in universities. 


These facts are completely 

logical when considering that 

police, courts and prisons 

exist to ensure the continuance

are the logical results of 
‚such societies. The 
ipolice-state is the control 
¡mechanism of the ruling class 
to ensure that neither these 
ı factors, nor more organized 
or conscious resistance, 
threaten the social status-quo, 
and thus their comfortable 
existence. The police force 
and court system also uphold 
the racial caste system within 
the United States; thus Blacks 
and other "racial minorities" 
are policed, harassed, 
arrested, and imprisoned at 
a much higher rate than whites. 


Besides the control factor, 
there is another reason to 
imprison large numbers of 
people: cheap labor. 
Increasingly, defense and 
state contracting corporations 
are investing in prisons. 
There is a lucrative profit 
margin for those who cash 

in on the prison labor pool, 
as prison workers are only 
paid ten to thirty cents an 
‘hour. What the prison is 

to the corporation is an 
immense enslaved labor pool 
subsidized by U.S. tax dollars. 
A grand extension of this 

is the Bush administration's 
desire to privatize prisons 
-- subsidize corporations 

to build and run prisons as 
private profitable enterprises, 
Another term for "privitized 
prisons" is "corporate labor 
Camps ... or slavery.

Americans for the most part 

seem unfazed by the growth 

of police state mechanisms 

in our society. “hey seem 

to see (or not see) the 
retraction of rights and ! 
dominance of police power 

as perfectly natural. Police : 
harass, beat, and kill every | 
single day. The fact that : 


' the Rodney King beating was 


videotaped and publicized 

is the only reason it even 
came to court, and the fact 
that cops were charged was 
the only unusual facet of 
the beating. Yet most 
Americans seem unwilling to 
acknowledge this reality, 

or to see it as a problem. 
During the riots the discussion 
among people seemed to be 
what the causes of the riots 


were and whether they were 
justified, yet the police 
response, especially on the 
federal level, went I 
unchallenged. Indeed, the 
implications of this 


response were seemingly 
unnoticed. For while the 
riots may have been a strike 
against the system by the 
disenfranchised, they most 
definitely were a 

sucessful test of the 
strength of the police state. 
They showed the federal 
government's ability and 
willingness to use all forces 
at hand to maintain order, 
and the willingness of a very 
large sector of the American 
public to acquiesce to any 
police measures in the name 
of order.

Often this control is gained 
purely through force and the 
threat of violence. The most 
effective and strongest police 
states, however, are those

the police state. This 
ideological control can best 

be measured by the lack of 
resistance to overtly 
Oppressive police state tactics 
and measures.

The rich 
are getting much richer while 
the vast majority grow ` 
increasingly poorer, and the 
corporate police state 
continues to grow. 


The mechanisms controlling 

the U.S. corporate state are 
the same as those controlling 
fascist societies. Indeed, 
the economic/political 
structure in the United States 
could rightly be described 

as corporate fascism. All 

it takes is a David Duke or 
Tom Metzger in the right place 
at the right time, taking 
control of the established 
social mechanisms, and the 
repression, racism, sexism, 
homophobia, and class 
exploitation which underpin 
U.S. society would reach their 
extreme. With the 
strengthening of corporate 
fascism and the rapid growth 
of populist fascist movements 
in this country, this seems 

a very possible scenario. 


Those who do not relish the 
thought of living in an 
increasingly repressive police 
state Cannot afford to remain 
Passive. The riots in response 
to the Rodney King verdict 
showed that a significant 
sector of the population is 
militantly opposed to the 
police state, as well as 
Capitalist society as a whole. 
To defeat the corporate police 
state, however, this resistance 
must be concerted and constant. 
We must be willing to fight 
both corporate and populist 
fascism. There is a political, 
economic, and military war

poor people are being killed 
and imprisoned by the millions.

The classified document makes 
the case for a world dominated by 
one superpower whose position 
can be perpetuated by conštructive 
behavior and enough military 
might to keep any nation or group 
of nations from challenging Ameri- 
can primacy.

document is the clearest rejection 
so far of collective international-

Although the document is inter- 
nal to the Pentagon and is no 
provided to Congress, its policy 
statements are developed with the 
National Security Council and in 
consultation with the president or 
his senior national security advis- 
ers.

Together with ús attachments 
on the military levels required to 
insure America's predominant 
role, the draft is a detailed 
justification for the Bush adminis- 
tration's proposal to support a 16- 
million-man military over the next 
five years. at a cost of about $1.2 
trillion. Many Democrats in Con- 
gress have criticized the proposal 
as unnecessarily expensive 

There is a strong emphasis in 
the document on using military 
force if necessary to pievent the 
proliferation of nuclear weapons 
and other weapons of mass de- 
struction in such countries as 
North Korea. Iraq, some of the 
successor republics 10 the Soviet 
Union, and in Europe 
- The document is conspicuously 
devoid of references to collective 
action through the United Nations, 
which provided the mandate for 
the allied assault on Iraqi forces in 
Kuwait. and which may soon be 
asked for‘a new mandate to force 
President Saddam Hussein to com- 
ply with his cease-fire commit- 
ments, 

The draft notes that coalitions 


“hold considerable promise for 
promoting collective action” as in

STOP THE LEGAL LYNCHING 


OF MUMIA ABU-JAMAL! 


To our liberation movements, the

The State of Pennsylvania is planning 
the execution of a U.S. political prisoner. 
Unless we organize to stop it MUMIA 
ABU-JAMAL will soon become the first 
Political prisoner executed in this country 
since the Rosenbergs. 

Mumia Abu-Jamal has been on death 
row since 1982. A former Black Panther, a 
journalist, and a supporter of MOVE, 
Mumia has been a target of the Phil- 
adelphia Police Department since the late 
1960's. His articles for the Panther Party 
newspaper exposed the racist violence of 
the Philadelphia police and their chief, 
Frank Rizzo. Rizzo’s response was a mil- 
itary style raid against the Panther head- 
quarters, vicious beatings of its members, 
and a series of trumped-up charges. 
Mumia was one of those singled out. 

Jn the 1970's, Frank Rizzo was the 
law and order” mayor of Philadelphia, 
and Mumia was one of the few journalists 
willing to spcak out against the violence 
of his administration. In 1978, when Rizzo 
ordered the policy to beseige and then 
assault a MOVE house, Mumia was the 
only reporter to interview MOVE 
members. Rizzo publicly vowed revenge. 

In December 1981, Mumia saw his 
brother being beaten by a policeman. 
Mumia intervened. The policeman was 
killed and Mumia critically wounded. The 
trial was a farce presided over by a judge 
who was a retired member of the 
Fraternal Order of Police. He refused 
Mumia's request to represent himself. 
Black people were systematically 
excluded from the jury. An article about 
Mumia at age 16 for the Philadelphia 
Inquirer was introduced to prove ‘intent’ 
of an alleged long-held wish to kill cops 
and to thus secure the death penalty, 

There is a long history of using the 
death penalty against radicals: Haymarket 
Square martyrs, Joe Hill, Sacco and 
Vanzetti, the Rosenbergs. Numerous 
organizers of the African-American, 
Native American, Mexican, Puerto Rican 
and Asian American communities 
historically have been executed with or 
without the benefit of a trial. In the 1960's 
and 70's, one of the tactics favoured by 
the FBI was to accuse those it considered 
enemies of the government of shooting at 
or killing police. This was used to justify 
the police exccutions of Panthers Bobby 
Hutton, Zayd Malik Shakur and Fred , 
Hampton, and of Puerto Rican 


Independence activists Soto-Arrivi and 
Dario Rosado. Some of the longest-held 
political prisoners and prisoners-of-war In 
the U.S., including many former Black 
Panthers and American Indian Movement 
leader, Loonard Pelticr, are still held in 
prison on trumped-up charges of killing 
police or FBI agents. Dhoruba bin Wahad, 
a former leader of the New York Black 
Panther Party, was recently freed after 
doing 19 ycars in prison on a fabricated 
charge of shooting two police, 

We need to stop the railroad of 
Mumia Abu-Jamal. The death penalty 
means we have little time to do it. Mumia 
has exhausted his state appeals and 
Pennsylvania's governor Robert Casey 
has begun signing death warrants. The 
U.S. Supreme Court just added it own 
blessing by refusing to review the case. 

We must not allow the same racist 
fear and hatred of African-American self- 
determination that brought about 
COINTELPRO to execute Mumia. We 
cannot allow the state to finish the job the 
FBI and Philadelphia police started when 
they dropped the bomb on the MOVE 
house in May 1985 killing 11 men, women 
and children, by putting Mumia Abu- 
Jamal to death. We must put a stop to this 
genocidal agenda that has put more than 
2400 Third World and white working class 
people on death rows around the country. 
The death penalty has alrcady been used 
to kill children, the mentally retarded, and 
the innocent. Now, unless we stop it, it 
will be again used as a tool of political 
revenge. The struggle against racism and 
injustice in this country has had enough

Recent events in Thurston County show a continued presence 
of Nazis and racial hatred in our community. 

Stickers have appeared plastered all around downtown and 
Westside Olympia declaring that the most endangered species 
in the world was the white race, and calling on whites to protect 
"racial purity” and defend the white race. An out-of-state 
contact address and phone number were given. A positive sign 
was that most of these stickers were torn down soon after they 
appeared, and some were covered by stickers with the statement 
"Kick the racists out of our communities." Nazi business cards 
were put up around the library, one the basic neo-nazi shtick, 
the other an odd new-age paganist sort of nazism which stressed 
the need to reach a higher consciousness through increased race 
awareness and racial purity. These are both apparently 
organizations affiliated with W.A.R. (White Aryan Resistance), 
a neo-nazi skinhead organization run by Tom Metzger. Graffiti 
reading W.A.R. with a Celtic cross was put up in a couple places 
in town, and at least one W.A.R. newspaper was found downtown 
as well.

The State of Pennsylvania is planning 
the execution of a U.S. political prisoner. 
Unless we organize to stop it MUMIA 
ABU-JAMAL will soon become the first 
political prisoner executed in this country 
since the Rosen . 

Mumia Abu-Jamal has been on death 
row since 1982. A former Black Panther, a 
journalist, and a supporter of MOVE, 
Mumia has been a target of the Phil- 
adelphia Police Department since the late 
1960's. His articles for the Panther Party 
newspaper exposed the racist violence of 
the Philadelphia police and their chief, 
Frank Rizzo. Rizzo's response was a mil- 
itary style raid against the Panther head- 
quarters, vicious beatings of its members, 
and a series of trumped-up charges. 
Mumia was one of those singled out. 

Jn the 1970s, Frank Rizzo was the 
law and order’ mayor of Philadelphia, 
and Mumia was one of the few journalists 
willing to speak out against the violence 
of his administration. In 1978, when Rizzo 
ordered the policy to beseige and then 
assault a MOVE house, Mumia was the 
only reporter to interview MOVE 
members. Rizzo publicly vowed revenge, 

In December 1981, Mumia saw his 
brother being beaten by a policeman. 
Mumia intervened. The policeman was 
killed and Mumia critically wounded. The 
trial was a farce presided over by a judge 
who was a retired member of the 
Fraternal Order of Police. He refused 
Mumia's request to represent himself. 
Black people were systematically 
excluded from the jury. An article about 
Mumia at age 16 for the Philadelphia 
Inquirer was introduced to prove “intent 
of an alleged long-held wish to kill cops 
and to thus secure the death penalty, 

There is a long history of using the 
death penalty against radicals; Haymarket 
Square martyrs, Joe Hill, Sacco and 
Vanzetti, the Rosenbergs. Numerous 
organizers of the African-American, 
Native American, Mexican, Puerto Rican 
and Asian American communities 
historically have been executed with or 
without the benefit of a trial. In the 1960's 
and 70's, one of the tactics favoured by 
the FBI was to accuse those it considered 
enemies of the government of shooting at 
or killing police. This was used to justify 
the police exccutions of Panthers Bobby 


Hutton, Zayd Malik Shakur and Fred, 


Hampton, and of Puerto Rican 


Independence activists Soto-Arrivi and 
Dario Rosado. Some of the longest-held 
political prisoners and prisoners-of-war in 
the U.S., including many former Black 
Panthers and American Indian Movement 
leader, Leonard Pelticr, are still held in 
prison on trumped-up charges of killing 
police or FBI agents. Dhoruba bin Wahad, 
a former leader of the New York Black 
Panther Party, was recently freed after 
doing 19 ycars in prison on a fabricated 
charge of shooting two police, 

We need to stop the railroad of 
Mumia Abu-Jamal. The death penalty 
means we have little time to do it. Mumia 
has exhausted hie state appeals and 
Pennsylvania's governor Robert Casey 
has begun signing death warrants. The 
U.S. Supreme Court just added It own 
blessing by refusing to review the case. 

We must not allow the same racist 
fear and hatred of African-American self- 
determination that brought about 
COINTELPRO to execute Mumia. We 
cannot allow the state to finish the job the 
FBI and Philadeipiiia police started when 
they dropped the bomb on the MOVE 
house in May 1985 killing 11 men, women 
and children, by putting Mumia Abu- 
Jamal to death. We must put a stop to this 
genocidal agenda that has put more than 
2400 Third World and white working class 
people on death rows around the country, 
The death penalty has already been used 
to kill children, the mentally retarded, and 
the innocent. Now, unless we stop It, it 
will be again used as a tool of political 
revenge. The struggle against racism and 
injustice in this country has had enough
